This contract 1s for the purchase of Level A Hazmat suits and refated accessones for the Austin Fire
Department (AFD). Level A suits are worn by fire fighters to fully encapsulate and protect them from
exposure to toxic chemicals, biological toxins, and mihtary warfare agents which come in the form of solid,
llquid, or gas

AFD personnel wear Level A suits when they are dispatched to an emergency call iInvolving unknown
chemicals or gases so they can safely secure the site by using chemical monitoring equipment to 1dentify
unknown agents for proper handhng and disposal. Level A suits are worn only once and then disposed of
after the mncident. This contract 1s required to replenish stock on a continual basis and to maintain the
current level of protection

This cooperative purchasing program was established as a national structure for local government agencies
to make use of their collective purchasing power and s authorized under the provisions of the Interlocal
Cooperation Act, Chapter 791, Texas Government Code.
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
